Claims 1-3, 9, 18, 23, 34, 39, 41, and 45-49 are pending in this Application. Claim 23 is 
canceled via Examiner's Amendment, infra. Therefore, Claims 1-3, 9, 18, 34, 39, 41, and 45-49 
remain and are in condition for allowance. 

Examiner 9 s Amendment 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR

The application has been amended as follows:

There are no other amendments required. 

Response to Remarks 

Applicant amended Claims 1, 23, 34, and 45 and canceled Claims 4-8, 10-17, 19-22, 24- 
33, 35-38, 40, 42-44, and 50-56. However, the text of these canceled Claims was retained in the 
Amended Claims filed June 7, 2007. The Examiner's Amendment, supra, corrects this omission 
thereby deleting each of the canceled Claims. Applicant's amendments and cancellations 
overcome the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph. 
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Reasons for Allowance 

Applicant's invention is drawn to compounds of Claim 1, as well as mixtures containing 
those compounds, and lipid membranes labeled with those compounds. Applicant's invention is 
free of prior art, meaning no art was found which anticipated nor rendered the instant invention 
obvious. While there are many references which teach xanthine rings, it is difficult to find prior 
art which could be considered 'close' to Applicant's invention, ie prior art which contains a 
xanthene ring-based electrophoretic tag coupled with a lipophilic moiety and cleavable linker. 
The closest prior art is Nampalli, et al. which discloses compounds similar to the instant 
invention. However, none of the disclosed compounds meet each and every structural limitation 
of the instant invention. 

Therefore, Claims 1-3, 9, 18, 34, 39, 41, and 45-49 are free of the prior art and 
ALLOWED.
